A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative discussed with the Examiner a draft 
proposed amendment to independent claim 40 in an attempt to overcome the prior art of record. At the time of the 
interview, the Examiner explained to the Applicants' representative that the draft proposed amendment to claim 40 still 
appeared to read on the prior art of record, specifically the Graves et al patent as described in the Final Rejection 
mailed on 10/19/05. The Applicants' representative explained his interpretation of the Graves patent and the Examiner 
further explained his understanding of the Graves patent as specifically directed to the overall feature and other 
features as shown in Fig. 5. The Applicants' representative appeared to understand the Examiner's position with 
respect to the Graves et al patent as applied to independent claim 40, but did not necessarily agree with the Examiner. 
The Examiner advised the Applicant's representative that amending the claims to specifically include at least two or 
more parent preference objects might overcome the prior art of record. However, amendments to the claims would be 
subject to further consideration and/or an updated search as to their merits.
